Smuggling Chinese into Austr- 
alia is not the yame it used to be 
in the 8o’s, whe Captain John 
Boynton, “the war aaker,” entered 
into fn agreemeat, according to 
his own statement, with ‘a leading 
Chinese merchant jin Sydney, 
under which he landed several 
cargoes of Chinese on the coust of 
New South Wales at £100 a head. 


Not long agothere,was a propos- 
al to form, under the rose,. a 
syndicate to bring Chinese over 


from Timor to the northern coast, 
using a‘fast craft for the work. But 
in the depressed state of things in 
the north. the game did not seem 
to be worth the risk, and the pro- 
ject fell through.
